Subsequently the town council wrote to tlic various organiza- 
tions that had asked for a health nurse and asked whether they 
would contribute to the financial support of a health nurse. They 
properly replied that they thought the money should be raised 
through the tax rate; just as money is raised for education, police 
and other public services. 

The question now is why a council which had been so sympa- 
thetic with a project and which had tried to persuade the board of 
health to take a favorable attitude should, without discussing its 
change of opinion with the Home and School Association and other 
interested organizations. (1) fail to make provision for a vote, 
designated by the board of health as the one way that it could be 
persuaded; and (2) pass a resolution to declare "that the present 
is not the time to inaugurate the employment of a public healtn 
nurse and that no action be taken at the present time." 

How could a mayor who had given such good leadership — who 
had made so many declarations in favor of immediate appointment 
Of a public health nurse give his approval, even tacitly, , to a resolu- 
tion shelving the appointment of a nurse until after the war? 

Dr. Dales knows that this town, which a few years ago had

them will not be able to take night calls, and that the other two 
will be so over-worked that they will be able to take only dire 
emergency night calls. 

Dr. Dales knows that even now doctors are having to ask people 
to come to their offices when sometimes it would be better if they 
could be treated at home. This will be even more true in the 
winter. 

Dr. Dales knows that it is the .people who can least afford to 
pay a doctor who would be the chief beneficiaries of a health 
nurse. 

Dr. Dales knows that East Gwillimbury council, reviewing last 
winter, in March passed a resolution setting out that in spite of the 
fact that the council had undertaken to pay one-half of the medical 
fees of indigent patients "cases have been reported where doctors 
have refused to attend patients in the township," and asking the 
provincial department of health to support some plan of state 
medicine. 

Dr. Dales knows—has said, as minted above— that a health 
nurse would help to control sickness and disease, and save money 
for the people of the town. He knows that a health nurse might 
easily prevent a costly epidemic in the town. 

He knows that a health nurse is far more needed today than in 
"normal times." 

We believe that Dr Dales is still interested in his old friends, 
"the common people" and that he will ask the council to reconsider 
its resolution and move to appoint a health nurse without further 
delay, 

A vote of the people is out of the question now, but there can 
be no doubt as to what the decision would have been had the 
council, the Home and School Association, the lions club and other 
co-operating organizations asked for a favorable vote. The vote, 
of course, would not have been a "money vote" in the ordinary 
sense, but merely a test of public opinion and would have been 
open to every citizen, married or single, parent or childless, tenant 
or landlord.

General Order 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has found that 
the cost of living index number for October I, 
1942, is 117.8 (adjusted index 116.9) as compared 
with the cost of living index number for July 2 
1942. of 117.9 (adjusted index 117). 

The Wartime Wages Control Order, P. C. 5963 
provides in Section 48 (iv): 

"the amount of the bonus shall not be 
changed unless the cost of living Indes 
number has changed one whole point or 
more since the last general order of the 
Board requiring an Increase or decrease In 
the amount thereof." 

The index number not having changed by oru 
whole point or more since July 2, 1942, pursuant 
to the provisions of P. C. 5963 as stated, tht 
National War Labour Board orders that the terms 
of its General Order dated August 4, 1942, shal) 
continue to apply for the period November 15, 
1942. to February 15, 1943, subject to the right of 
employers or employees to apply to a War Labour 
Board for authorization of payment of such an 
amount of cost of living bonus as a Board may 
determine to be "fair and reasonable," under the 
provisions of the Order.
